Agawam, East Longmeadow | Council votes for new 
share CDBG award zoning designation

After losing out on Community 
Development Block Grant fund- 
ing multiple times in the past, 
officials in Agawam announced 
last week that the town has been 
awarded $753,977 in CDBG mon- 
ies, which it will share with the 
town of East Longmeadow. The 
CDBG application was prepared 
by the Pioneer Valley Planning 


Commission (PVPC). This is the 
third try for funding for Agawam, 
according to Deborah S. Dachos, 
director of Planning and Commu- 
nity Development. 

The money will be used to reha- 
bilitate low and moderate income 
housing in north Agawam, design 
sidewalk improvements along a 
portion of Springfield Street, con- 
duct an accessibility study of pub- 
lic buildings and make improve- 
ments to housing owned by the 
Agawam Housing Authority. 


When the town first applied for 
the grant, Dachos told the city 
council that she hoped “‘the third 
time would be the charm. 

“We have not received CDBG 
funding since 1983,’ said Da- 
chos. 

At that time, she said, the town 
used the funding to rehabilitate a 
number of homes in north Aga- 
wam and separate the combined 
sewers along the Westfield and 
Connecticut rivers.

AGAWAM — The city council 
voted last week in favor of creat- 
ing a new zoning designation that 
one local developer said could 
help the town by not age-restrict- 
ing multi-family housing devel- 
opments. 

Mark Benoit, who owns land 
on South Street, asked for the new 
designation in order to develop 30 


acres of land that was zoned A-5, 
which restricts a development to 
people age 55 and older. 

Twin Brook Farm, an over-55 
community on South Street, was 
approved by the planning board 
in 2008, but developers held off 
on the project because of the 
weak economy. They are in the 
process of planning to develop 
the property now, Benoit told the 
council back in April.

REGION — After 23 years in the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature, state Sen. Michael R. 
Knapik (R-Westfield) resigned from his po- 
sition effective last Friday, Aug. 9. 

He is transitioning into his new role of ex- 
ecutive director of university 
advancement at Westfield 
State University (WSU), a 
position he was slated to start 
Aug. 12. 

Knapik said Friday marked 
his final 100-mile daily jour- 
ney to Beacon Hill. His daily 
commute has instead been 
cut to just two miles. 

As a legislator, he was a 
long-serving member on the 
powerful Senate Ways and 
Means Committee. 

His resignation further 
reduces the senate’s already 
paltry Republican represen- 
tation to just three members. 
State Rep. Donald Humason 
(R-Westfield), a former political aide to 
Knapik, and Easthampton Mayor Michael 
Tautznik announced this week they will 
likely seek the vacant seat. Former Repub- 
lican Governor’s Council candidate Michael 
Franco has also announced last week an in- 
tention to form an exploratory committee to

determine whether or not he would run for 
the position. 

More candidates will likely emerge over 
the coming days and weeks. 

Following the announcement, the state 
Sentate was expected to set an Oct. 8 prima- 
ry and a Nov. 5 general election date to fill 
the empty Second Hampden and Hampshire 
District seat. The date leaves little time for 
campaigning, as Labor Day fast approaches 
and a shortened campaign season tends to 
favor established politicians who already 
have an organization in place and a healthy 
war chest. 

The district covers: Aga- 
wam, Chicopee Ward 7 and 
Precincts 9A and 8A, East- 
hampton, Holyoke, and West- 
field; and the towns of Gran- 
ville, Montgomery, Russell, 
Southampton, Southwick and 
Tolland. 

Knapik said the decision to 
resign was not easy an easy 
one. The opportunity at WSU 
emerged after the school un- 
derwent a_ reorganization, 
which included creating the 
new position. He said the 
vetting process took place 
over three months. 

“There comes a point in 
every legislator’s career where you decide 
to make a change,” said Knapik. “I was not 
exactly looking for a new job, but I learned 
the position had become available. I felt that 
I had the skill set that could help the univer- 
sity advance into the future.” 

He started his new position on Monday. 
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Knapik said did not want to leave the leg- 
islature until the state budget was finished. 
The legislature and Gov. Deval Patrick 
waged a protracted battle on education and 
transportation funding and raising revenues, 
which included a recent three-cent hike in 
the gasoline tax. 

“T have very mixed emotions. This district 
has just been spectacular to me,” he said. 

As a young state senator, Knapik said he 
was unsure what to expect in representing 
cities outside his native Westfield, particu- 
larly urban communities like Holyoke and 
Chicopee. 

“What I found was people extended them- 
selves to me. They were looking for a legis- 
lator who would work with his colleagues, 
try to make a difference, try to advance pri- 
orities and try to help folks within their own 
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communities,” he said. “Leaving that all be- 
hind will be difficult.” 

Eventually, said Knapik, all legislators 
face the day when they must leave the Legis- 
lature. “I always said, if there was ever a bad 
day over the 23 years I served in the legisla- 
ture, it was always followed by a good day.” 

He added he learned about the human 
condition and how to help, understand and 
listen to people. “What a great experience. 
I have no regrets at all, and I’m sure I will 
never have an experience like again in my 
life.” said Knapik. 

“T am still going to be involved in public 
service,” he added. “It will just be a little bit 
different.”

He had $1,200 by the time 
they reached Dan Akroyd’s table and 
Little Richard sat down. A while later, 
Dan Akroyd arrived and was ready to 
fire Tom, who offered Dan the $1.200. 


When Tom told Dan who was using the 
table, Dan mellowed, went over, sat 
with Little Richard, had a great time 
and never asked Tom for the $1,200. 

While in LA, Tom did some acting. 
He played a policeman in an episode of 
Pacific Blue, getting shot by an ATM 
robber. He played Toby in an episode 
of The Bold and The Beautiful and he 
played a small part in a movie about 
O.J. Simpson.

mence. With the special permit granted and 
the planning board approval on the record, 
the property owners and flea market owners 
and promoters “just need to get the building 
permit” to get underway, and they can do 
that by doing “whatever the building inspec- 
tor says” to the property. 

The board of appeal’s hearing began Mon- 
day, July 22, but was continued until the fol- 
lowing Tuesday, July 30th. At that time, the 
board voted 3-0 to grant the necessary spe- 
cial permit, on the condition that construc- 
tion commence within two years. 

The proponent of the flea market, Tracey 
Bryson of Chicopee, wants to convert 60,000 
square feet of a building with a total floor 
space of 97,000 square feet to this purpose. 
Bryson expects that at the start of operations 
the flea market will open for 10 hours, from 
6 a.m. to 4 p.m. on Sundays. Unsurprisingly, 
it will be called the “270 Main Street Flea 
Market.” 

The plan is to expand operations to take in 
Saturdays if demand justifies that. 

Asked what will happen to the rest of the 
floor space of the building, Prouty said: “We 
understand that the rest of the building 1s go- 
ing to be used as office space.” 

The area is zoned for both industrial and 
commercial uses. 

Site plan approval was an earlier step in 
the process. The planning board first sched- 
uled a hearing on the subject for May, but it 
had to postpone that for lack of a quorum. 
Both Violet Baldwin and David Chase re- 
cused themselves due to concerns about con- 
flicts. The chairman of the planning board,

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Travis ward, was not in attendance. This left 
just two planning board members [acting 
chairman Mark Paleologopoulos and Nicho- 
las Pandolfi] present to deliberate. That was 
short of a quorum, so the matter was post- 
poned until the June 6 meeting. 

Ward was present June 6. His presence, 
along with Paleologopoulos and Pandolfi, 
allowed for a quorum of three (unconflicted) 
members, all three of whom voted in favor 
of the plan. 

The minutes from that evening indicate 
that they granted approval “‘with the condi- 
tion that all professional staff comments be 
addressed.” That was a reference to com- 
ments from the engineering department and 
the building inspector. 

Director of Planning and Community De- 
velopment Deborah Dachos said on Aug. 9 
that it appears that condition has been met. 

In June, the planning board members 
raised the issue of parking: Mr. Ward in par- 
ticular was unhappy with the prospect that 
people would park across the street to go to 
the flea market. Berezin said he would have 
employees monitor the parking situation. 

But the focus of the board of appeals hear- 
ing in late July was different. Prouty said 
that at that meeting, board members heard 
from a couple of neighbors, but that they 
weren’t concerned about traffic or parking. 
They were more concerned about noise and 
light, and she said that despite their concerns 
they weren’t opposed to the project. 

According to tax records, the property is 
owned by Dragon Paradise, a limited liabili- 
ty corporation headquartered in Springfield.

EAST SPRINGFIELD — Members of 
several military organizations traveled from 
throughout Western Massachusetts to attend 
the Ist Memorial Commemoration of the su- 
preme sacrifice of East Springfield resident 
Harold W. Marney. 

A U.S. Navy MoMM72 veteran, Marney 
was declared Killed in Action, along with 
Reynolds, Ga., resident TM2 Andrew J. 
Kirksey when the Japanese destroyer Ama- 
giri ran down the famed U.S. Navy torpedo 
boat PT-109 whose commander was a young 
John F. Kennedy. 

South Hadley resident Brian Willette, 
junior vice commander of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Hampden County District 
7, spearheaded the Memorial Commemo- 
ration held Friday, Aug. 2, at the Veterans 
Memorial on the grounds of Bowles Park 
Elementary School in East Springfield, and 
he arranged full Military Funeral Honors 
at the Massachusetts Veterans Memorial 
Cemetery in Agawam on Saturday, Aug. 3. 
According to Willette, about a year ago, he 
was told that one of the people aboard PT- 
109 was a Springfield resident. He quickly 
learned that Marney and Kirksey were be- 
lieved to have been killed instantly when the 
Japanese destroyer tore through the boat, 
near the Solomon Islands. The 26-year-old 
Kennedy and 10 other crew members sur- 
vived. The crew swam, with many towing 
the injured, to Plum Island, which was three 
miles away. The ordeal would take them on 
another swim to another island before their 
rescue. Kennedy was later honored for his 
bravery and heroism. 

Willette approached Veterans Cemetery 
Director William Walls to inquire about hav- 
ing Marney’s gravestone placed in area re- 
served for Killed in Action (KIA) and Miss- 
ing in Action (MIA) veterans. Walls told 
Willette he would need to contact Marney’s 
relatives before arrangements could be ap- 
proved. 

Willette said locating family members was 
not an easy task. He learned that Marney’s 
brother and sister had both passed away, and 
any remaining family members had left East 
Springfield years ago. But then Willette got 
lucky — an Internet search resulted in one 
hit on a genealogy search engine — Francis 
Piorek, of Tolland, Conn., who had men- 
tioned his uncle, Harold W. Marney, whom 
he had never met. Willette contacted Piorek, 
who provided him with information about 
his brother Dennis Harkins. Willette was 
thrilled to learn that Harkins had moved

back to Springfield and was the Indian Or- 
chard American Legion Post 277 command- 
er. Harkins, a U.S. Army veteran, joined in 
1960 and was deployed to Germany just as 
the Berlin Wall was going up. He served 
three years of active duty and three years in 
the Army Reserves. 

“T was so surprised when my brother con- 
tacted me and told me that someone was 
inquiring about our uncle Harold. We were 
both thrilled to have someone of Brian’s cal- 
iber on board with honoring our uncle,” said 
Harkins. “Before you know it, everything 
was set up. We would finally have closure 
after 70 long years. My uncle would be hon- 
ored and put to rest, at home.” 

The commemoration ceremony included 
an Invocation delivered by Military Order of 
Purple Heart (MOPH), Western Mass Chap- 
ter 875 Chaplain Betty Benoit; a Presenta- 
tion of Colors, performed by Barnes ANG 
Base Honor Guard; a Proclamation Presen- 
tation; a Roll Call of the last crew of PT-109; 
a Wreath Ceremony and Stone Dedication, 
performed by American Legion (MA) Dis- 
trict 3 Cdr. Sally Nay, Harkins and Piorek; a 
Rifle Salute, performed by American Legion 
Post 420 Honor Guard, and the Benediction, 
performed by Benoit. 

“T did research and was surprised to learn 
there was no local memorial dedicated to 
Marney. I learned that Marney had attended 
Bowles Park Elementary School, and I knew 
there was a Veterans Monument located on 
the grounds,” said Willette. “I thought what 
better place to hold the dedication ceremony 
than there, as he grew up two streets down 
from the school.” 

Springfield Mayor Dominic Sarno led 
the Proclamation Presentation, providing 
Harkins and Piorek with the Proclamation 
recognizing the 1st Memorial Commemora- 
tion on the 70th anniversary of Marney’s Su- 
preme Sacrifice; the Proclamation declared 
Friday, Aug. 2, 2013 as “Harold W. Marney 
Day.” 

Harkins, along with fellow American Le- 
gion Post 277 members and American Le- 
gion Post 277 Ladies Auxiliary members, 
hosted a reception at the Post immediately 
following the dedication ceremony. Harkins 
said it was the least they could do, consider- 
ing how hard others worked in honor of his 
nephew. 

Willette was especially pleased to contact 
Georgia Veterans of Foreign Wars (VFW) 
Post 6442 Commander Dee Adams. Adams 
and Willette arranged a simultaneous Mo- 
ment of Silence to occur at approximately 
6:45 p.m. during the ceremony. Adams and 
fellow VFW members gathered together to

host their own ceremony that same evening. 

“Tt was very special to give Marney and 
Kirksey a moment of silence together, from 
us here in Mass and those in Georgia. But- 
ler, Georgia, Mayor Barry Whitley also pre- 
sented a Proclamation honoring Kirksey and 
proclaiming August 2, 2013, as ‘Andrew J. 
Kirksey Memorial Day,’ said Willette. 

The next day, Saturday, Aug. 3, Marney 
received full Military Honors by the USS 
Constitution Color Guard at the Massachu- 
setts Veterans Memorial Cemetery. The 
funeral service was officiated by Cemetery 
Director William Walls and the Rifle Salute 
was performed by the Agawam Cemetery 
Volunteer Firing Party, of which Willette is 
a member. 

A Memorial Headstone Dedication Cer- 
emony took place in the Section of the Miss- 
ing, which honors those classified as KIA 
or MIA. Gold Star Wives, Patriot Chapter 
President Susan Bray, member Gwyneth 
Bowden and Treasurer Lori Loiselle pre- 
sented a Gold Star Service Flag to both Har- 
kins and Poirek and placed yellow roses on 
the gravestone. 

A reception was held afterwards at the 
Agawam Senior Center. Willette thanked 
everyone for their assistance in making both 
events such a success. Willette and his wife, 
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Gina, presented the USS Constitution Color 
Guard members with a PT-109 pin, and they 
presented the Korean War Veterans, Chapter 
2000 contingent with Korean War Medals, 
obtained from Washington DC. 

“T am very honored to receive this medal 
today,’ said Ludlow resident Richard “Rip” 
Reopel. “We had a strong contingent today, 
and it was our honor to be part of all this. 
Brian did a fantastic job. It is great to have 
people of his caliber working for the good of 
our veterans.” 

Willette said he thanks all the individuals 
and organizations that became involved in 
the project. Some of the organizations in- 
clude the MOPH, VFW Hampden County 
District 7, several VFW Posts Ladies Aux- 
iliary, Korean War Veterans, Chapter 2000, 
Patriot Riders, several American Legion 
Posts, the USO, the city of Springfield and 
the town of Agawam.

Originally, he was hoping to ask the plan- 
ning board to change the wording of Resi- 
dence A-3 zoning to allow for the project to 
be built without age restrictions, but he later 
told the council he wanted to see the town 
create an entirely new zoning designation. 

The A-6 zoning amendment that was re- 
quested would benefit both Twin Brook Farm 
and the town as a whole because it would 
allow for non-age restricted condominiums 
to be built. Like A-5, the designation would 
limit the number of housing units per acre to 
2.5 and allow individual buildings to contain 
no more than two housing units. 

The council voted 8-0 for the new des- 
ignation. Councilor Cecilia Calabrese ab- 
stained from the vote and councilors Paul 
Cavallo and Joseph Mineo were not present 
at the meeting. 

In other news, the council will, at its Sept. 
3 meeting, be asked to accept a $6,030 grant 


from the Massachusetts Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (MEMA) for the purpose 
of purchasing portable radios, batteries, 
iPads and chargers for Agawam Emergency 
Management. 

According to Agawam Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen, Emergency Management Director 
Chet Nicora applied for the grant in order to 
keep the department’s equipment up-to-date 
and running on new frequencies. 

“We'll be able to make sure that during an 
emergency, everyone is in communication,” 
Cohen said. If the power goes down, depart- 
ment officials will be able to communicate 
with each other and with residents through 
iPads through messaging features and social 
media sites like Facebook and Twitter. 

“We want to make sure we have the nec- 
essary equipment to be able to do that,’ said 
Cohen. “We’re very fortunate to be able to 
receive that grant.”

Local runners shine at 
Bridge of Flowers

SHELBURNE FALLS — The 
second week in August has come 
and Shelburne Falls once again 
welcomed with open arms run- 
ners from around the world. More 
than 800 athletes converged upon 
this tiny community to participate 
in their annual road race — The 
Bridge of Flowers Classic, now in 
its 35th year. 

The event is actually two races. 
The first is the 3K Steve Lewis 
Subaru Charity 3K Walk and Run, 
which features runners young and 
old. It has also been known as the 
Nathan Hale race. The runners set 
off at 8:15 a.m. The main event, 
the 10K Classic, followed. This 
race has drawn people from all 
over the world and as recently as 
2008, it was run as a part of the 
USA Track & Field New England 
Grand Prix series. 

Once again, Mike McCusker, 
the founder and director of the race 
was front and center. He took his 
place at the microphone to start the 


races and then continued his usual 
banter with the crowd as the run- 
ners came in. Soon after, he was 
announcing the winners at the 
ceremony down the street. With 
volunteers from all over the area, 
the day went without a hitch. Also 
playing a major role was Steve 
Lewis Subaru of Hadley. They 
provided vehicles to lead the way 
in front of the runners. 

McCusker got this event under- 
way in 1979, as part of the Buck- 
land Bicentennial. The 10K course 
starts in the center of the village 
on the now famous iron bridge, 
which is next to the actual Bridge 
of Flowers. At the beginning, it 
is relatively flat with some small 
hills, as the runners circle around 
come into the center. That is when 
everything changes. At about the 
3K mark, the runners approach 
Crittenden Hill, which is an ascent 
of about 300 feet. Separation usu- 
ally begins here. After a steady de- 
scent from a high point of 750 feet, 
the last 4K of the race is run on 
fairly level ground. The runners 
finish the race after crossing the

AGAWAM - While the Agawam 
Senior Warrior numbers are up, 
numbers overall in the youth foot- 
ball program are down and Aga- 
wam has moved down to a more 
competitive division after compil- 
ing a 1-9 record last season.

“T think this is a stage of learn- 
ing the game where people need 
to start getting more involved and 
we have to try to get more people 
touching the football,’ said Mi- 
rolli. 

Handing the ball off and throw- 
ing the ball will be the responsibil- 


ity of Rob Mirolli. He will have at 
least three different options in the 
running back position, with A.J. 
Savlas, Joey Johnston, and Colin 
Pelchat all serving as prospective 
running backs. 

On the receiving core, Ryan 
White, Joe Oliver, Dylan Christi 
and Matt O’ Keefe will be among 
those trying to catch passes. 

Mirolli said while some teams 
go with a particular strength, Aga- 
wam will mix up their offense, 
using a strong combination of run- 
ning and passing plays. 

Muirolli firmly believes his group 
is set to be one of the top teams in 
the league this year. 

“This group has been together 
since they were in third grade at 
the Pee-Wee level,’ said Mirolli. 
“These kids have a really high 
football IQ and they know what 
they are doing out there.” 

Mirolli said for several of his 
players, this is their last step before 
they reach high school football and 
they will be working to prepare 
those players for that big step. 

Among the competition in their 
new league, Mirolli expects Quab- 
bin to bring a solid team to the field 
this year. He is looking forward to 
seeing West Springfield twice this 
season. 

“They are a neighboring rival 
and we are expecting it to be an in- 
teresting home and home series,” 
said Mirolli.

There have been adjustments to 
the course over the years and in fact the race 
went across the Bridge of Flowers for a short 
time. As a spectator event, this could not be 
better and people come out of their homes 
along the way to cheer the runners on and of- 
fer them water along their route. That is the 
beauty of the Bridge of Flowers Classic. 

“Once again, we could not be happier,’ 
McCusker said. “We had some great partici- 
pation and the weather was extremely pleas- 
ant for the runners. This is an event of which 
we are very proud. I want to thank everyone 
who played a role.” 

In the 10K, it was basically a two-man 
race between a couple of Kenyans, who run 
out of Springfield, Glarius Rop and Amos 
Sang. They took charge at the beginning, 
before the runners left the downtown area 
for the first time and remained well ahead 
of the pack. A late burst by Rop with about 
a half mile to go put him in the lead and he 
won with a time of 32 minutes, 8 seconds, 33 
seconds in front of Sang. Third place went to 
Justin Freeman of New Hampton, N.H., who 
got to the finish line in 33:45. The women’s 
race was never in doubt as Heidi Westover 
of Walpole, N.H., jumped out to a lead right 
off the start and ran away with the race. She 
came in at 37:33, ahead of Kristina Gracey 
of Albany, N.Y., 39:11 and Lori Kingsley 
of Wysox, Penn., 39:27. Westover’s finish 
was 13th overall. Gracey was the 2011 win- 
ner for the women, while Freeman was the 
men’s runner up that same year. 

The 3K was won by Glen Meisenhelder of 
Feeding Hills in 11:14. He beat out Jacque- 
lyn Pierce of Canton, 11:30. Three of the top 
four finishers were women with third going 
to Julie Dragon of Marlborough, 13:19 and 
fourth to Jackie Wells of Ashfield, 13:22. 
The fifth-place finisher was Gram Pezzati of 
Montague, 13:33. 

The runners in the 10K gathered on the 
iron bridge and quietly waited for the start- 
ing gun. The leader at the start was Shel- 
burne Falls own Kaleb Fitzgerald. He came 
off the opening gun and jumped ahead of the 
pack. Freeman was right behind and just 
two steps behind him were Rop and Sang. 
Freeman quickly got the lead before the first 
turn onto Water Street. Moments after that, 
climbing the hill on Bridge Street, Sang and 
Rop took the lead in tandem. They would 
not give it up. By the time they were head- 
ing up Pleasant Street, they had put 30 yards 
between themselves and Freeman, all the 
time remaining side by side. 

At the first mile marketing that lead over 
Freeman had more than doubled and it be- 
came apparent that first and second had been 
decided. Their lead was 75 yards and grow- 
ing. They finished their loop back into town 
and the crowd was astonished to see how 
much they were leading at that short junc- 
ture of the race. 

The next landmark was Crittenden Hill 
and as they both began their climb Freeman 
was out of view. Rop made a move and Sang 
did not go with him and within seconds he 
had a 20 yard lead on Sang. 

Meanwhile, word had reached the press 
truck that Westover was pulling away in the 
women’s race; having a 50-yard lead as she 
approached the base of the hill. 

Rop had extended his advantage to about 
100 yards at the top of the hill and by the 
third mile marker, it was about 125. That 
would be his biggest lead, because Sang 
was beginning to come back. The lead was 
down to 25 yards as two got onto Woodard 
Road and then to 10 at the four mile mark. 
Sang was closing fast and it was clear that he 
would soon past Rop. The big question was 
whether Rop would fade after that. 

The answer came at East Buckland Road. 
Sang did, in fact pass Rop, but within sec- 
onds they reverted back to the tandem run- 
ning that they done before the hill. Through 
all of this Freeman was safely ensconced in 
third place. Rop and Sang were at the high 
school and opened up a 250-yard lead on 
Freeman. 

They came off the final hill on North Street 
and began their final approach into the cen- 
ter. Rop pulled away over that final half mile 
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Michael Lescarbeau, of Agawam, 

came in 67th overall at 44:11. 


and appeared in view by himself approach- 
ing the bridge. Rop’s time was 32:08 and 
Sang came in at 32:40. Freeman was third 
at 33:44, well ahead of Michael Roda of Al- 
bany, N.Y., and Drew Best of Amherst, who 
finished at 34:38 and 35:10 respectively. 

Seven more male runners crossed the fin- 
ish line and in came Westover at 37:32. She 
was 13th overall. Garvey and Kingsley were 
the next women, at 18th and 19th with Gar- 
vey crossing at 39:11 and then Kingsley at 
39:27 just behind her. 

Rop and Sang were both excited about 
their runs. Both runners practice together in 
Springfield and they had planned all along 
to stay together for as long as possible. Rop 
said, “We talked before the race and kept in 
contact throughout the early part.” 

When Rop pulled ahead at the hill, Sang 
recounted, “I did not want to go with him at 
that time, so I let him make the move, but we 
also knew that we would run together again. 
When he pulled away at the end, I just did 
not have enough left to go with him.” 

With the way they were interacting after 
the race, it was clear that there was nothing 
more than a friendly competition between 
the two. 

For each, it was their first time on the 
course and both were impressed by the chal- 
lenged. I seems as though we will be seeing 
them again in Shelburne Falls. 

This was a triumphant return for Westover, 
who has run the race four times. This was 
her first win. “Knowing the hill and what it 
can do to people, I made a move then. Actu- 
ally, Westover led from the outset, but she 
really put some space between herself and 
the pack at that point. 

Gracey, who won two years ago and 
knows the perils, was not about to challenge. 
“Heidi is a great runner and she proved it to- 
day. I realized early on, that was her race. I 
am happy with second.” 

The 3K was interesting. Meisenhelder 
and Pierce fought it out for top honors with 
Meisenhelder winning by 16 seconds.

eeding Hills Congregational 
250 years and counting 


The oldest church in the community has been celebrating 
its 250th anniversary, starting with a banquet to remember 
and to celebrate its establishment. 

On Nov. 17, 1762, the members of the newly organized 
church held the opening service of worship, led by their 
newly-ordained minister. Two hundred fifty years later, to 
the day, on Nov. 17, 2012, the current members of the Feed- 
ing Hills Congregational Church gathered at the Oak Ridge 
Country Club to remember and to celebrate that first official 
worship service of the community’s oldest religious institu- 
tion. 

It all began on Feb. 2, 1758, when the members of the 
newly formed sixth parish of Springfield met for the first 
time to organize the affairs of the parish. A parish, in those 
pre-Revolutionary War years, was the equivalent of a village 
today. Moses Leonard, Samuel Merrick, Ebenezer Cook, 
and Benjamin Leonard were named as officers of the Com- 
mittee for Parish Affairs. Among their duties was the assess- 
ment of taxes. 

Some of those taxes went to the establishment of a church. 
In those days, worship was held at what is now known as Old 
First in Springfield. Long before there were bridges across 
the river, simply getting to church was a test of faith in itself, 
so when the population in the grazing grounds, or feeding 
hills, of Springfield finally grew large enough to justify it, 
the Crown Court in Boston was petitioned and a new parish 
was granted authority to form. As part of that process, it was 
required that a new church be established. 

On March 1, 1758, it was voted to raise the sum of 17 
pounds “in order to have the Gospel preached amongst us 
here.” There was no such thing as the separation of church 
and state in those days, so whether to proceed was never 
in question — only how and at what cost. After consider- 
able spirited debate, including a proposal to have someone 
come in from outside to settle the question, the parish voted 
to build a meeting house at “ye head of the first branch be- 
yond Ensign Reuben Leonard,’ in the vicinity of the current 
location of Agawam High School. The parish also voted to 
provide rum and cider for the building crew. 

By March of 1762, a call to accept the post of settled min- 
ister — clergy in residence — was offered to Mr. Sylvanus 
Griswold of Lyme, Conn. With his acceptance of the posi- 
tion, the parish was then ready to organize its spiritual affairs 
by forming a church. Its first meeting was Nov. 10, 1762. A 
week later, on Nov. 17, Griswold was ordained, installed, 
and led the first service of worship as the first minister of the 
newly formed congregation. 

The church has engaged in a yearlong celebration of its 
presence in the community. Moderator Jeff Heinze and cur- 
rent pastor Rev. Rob Donaldson attended a meeting of the 
Massachusetts Congregational Society to learn what other 
churches do at such milestones in their history. One take- 
away was that the church records be mined for stories that 
tell current worshippers how things have changed and how 
they have remained the same. Rev. Donaldson has incorpo- 
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Feeding Hills Congregational Church 


rated numerous stories from those early days in his sermons 
over the past year. 

Another idea was the banquet held last November, featur- 
ing brief presentations from community leaders including 
Mayor Richard Cohen and Councilors George Bitzas, Paul 
Cavallo, Donald Rheault, and Robert Rossi, as well as for- 
mer state Sen. Mike Knapik and state Rep. Nicholas Boldy- 
ga. There was a slide show by Debbie Donaldson with pho- 
tos and documents from long ago to the present. A special 
moment was the performance of a song written by life-long 
member Barbara Swanson commemorating the church’s two 
hundredth anniversary in 1962. 

Over the years, Feeding Hills Congregational Church, a 
member congregation of the Massachusetts Conference of 
the United Church of Christ, has provided service to both 
local members and neighbors and to people in need of Chris- 
tian support around the world. From its steady support for the 
Parish Cupboard in West Springfield to its hands-on disaster 
relief efforts by groups of members and friends who went to 
New Orleans, to Honduras, to El Salvador, and several other 
mission trips, to its long support for the CROP Walk and its 
latest outreach through the Heifer Project, the members of 
Feeding Hills Congregational Church UCC have shown that 
a small church can have a big vision of what it means to be 
Christian, after 250 years of service .. . and counting.
